^!f .WAY up under the arctic circle 


is Siiuta Claus Land. 
It is 


the land of ice aucl snow, oC 
Sleds and reindeer, of queer 


little huts in which Jive queer little 
people, tho Eskimos. There can be no 
doubt that this is Santa. Claus Land, 
because the oUI saint who comes clown 
to the warmer and more lovely lands 
ot all the world every Christmas eve 
and leaves many gifts for. tho children 
Is himself dressed In heavy skins and 
furs, Just-as 'the Eskimos clross. and 
he rides iu an arctic sled drawn by 
swlft little reindeer.. 


Santa Claus Land is very unlike ours. 


It has no pretty gardens in summer nor 


: any green -fields or forests. 
On the 


contrary, it is always .blealc and bar- 
ren. The'winters are very-long and 
.very cold. In. the northernmost parts 
the suu is. seldom soon, m'winter, the 
night, being 'nearly six:' months long. 
The people dwell in huts built of ice 
and snow during tho., winter and In 
tents made-of-the dried, slcins of seals 
and reindeer during the summer. TUo 
reindeer supplies thorn with their only 
means of "rapid transit" during tiie 
.long-arctic1 night when the sledge dogs 
grow sullen and drowsy. It travels in 
the.darkness as well as in daylight 
and gives'rich'milk, which may be 
made into butter or cheese. 
When 


slaughtered the reindeer's meat is eat- 
en, and his hide is made into- clothing 
for the Eskimos or stretched over poles 
and dried for use in making tents. 


AH the people of Santa Claus Land- 


men, women and children—ave clothed 
In reindeer skins or sealskins. 
In 


summer they wear one suit and In win- 
ter two suits. All wear big hoods, call- 
ed parkas, of fur, and in those hoods' 
the mothers sometimes carry their ba- 
bies. 
In certain parts of the frozen 


regions the bnbies are can-led on their 
mothers' backs, next to the skin, for 
warmth, while elsewhere it is the cus- 
tom to carry the Infant about in one 
of the big deerskin or sealslci'a'boots of 
the mother.
